Children’s Book Week 

N O one could see the vast amount of co¬ 
operative helpfulness that centered around 
the standard of “More Books in the 
Home’' without getting some realization of how 
closely touched the American people are by 
any appeal to the interests of children. 

The office of Children’s Book Week has 
faced each day a high piling mail from 
schools, from parents, from libraries, from 
clubs, from booksellers, from editors, all glad 
to give of their enthusiasm and time in order 
that this annual event should have its great¬ 
est possible value not only today but in days 
to come. 

The material provided was greatly in excess 
of last year and the staff doubled, yet not all 
could receive the supplies asked, as the posters 
became completely exhausted. 

The discussion of children’s readings has 
been to the front in thousands of school reborns, 
and libraries, in hundreds of clubs, lecture halls 
and churches, and surely the oncoming genera¬ 
tion must reap benefit. 

Reports on some of the especially interest¬ 
ing features of this year’s celebration will be 
published in a later number of the Publishers’ 
Weekly. 

New Juveniles and Old 

A GENERAL discussion of children’s 
books always brings into print many 
■ admonitions to the public not to forget 
that the literature for children lies in the past, 
and old and new are used oftentimes as if 
they were synonymous with good, and bad. 
No one is more conscious than the publisher 
and bookseller of the prominent place that 
the accepted books take in the year’s sales. 
In fact, the figures are before them more 
concretely than they can be to the casual 
writer on the subject. At the same time, it 
is well not to lose one’s sense of proportion 


and fail to realize that standard books have 
had to be “new” at some time and can never 
become accepted unless someone welcomes 
them when they are published. 

It also has to be realized that a child’s 
introduction to standard literature is not left 
to chance. With twenty million children in 
schools, all of whom are introduced to stand¬ 
ard literature in their classes and very seldom 
to current literature, it seems as tho the caution 
was not much needed. In fact, is there not 
more likelihood that the best among the new 
will be overlooked rather than the old? 

It is interesting with this in mind to turn 
to some of the lists of childrens’ books that are 
prominent during Children’s Book Week. 

In these we find that besides the continuous 
credit that is paid to the older illustrators of 
children’s books, Kate Greenaway, Walter 
Crane and Caldecott, the last twenty-five years 
have added such names as M. Boutet de Mon- 
vel, Arthur Rackham, Leslie Brooke, Willy 
Pogany, Willebeek le Mair, N. C. Wyeth, 
Louis Rhead, Jessie Willcox Smith and many 
others. In the field of books that might al¬ 
most be deemed established we notice that list 
after list includes such titles appearing within 
the last twenty-five years as: 

Barrie’s “Peter Pan,” 

Kipling’s “Just So” and “Captains Courageous,” 
Mrs. Wiggins’s “Rebecca,” 

Masefield’s “Jim Davis,” 

London’s “Call of the Wild,” 

Lofting’s “Dr. Dolittle,” 

Colum’s “Odysseus” and others, 

Potter’s “Peter Rabbit,” 

Hudson’s “Little Boy Lost,” 
de le Mare’s “Three Mulla Mulgars,” 
iLagerlof’s “Wonderful Adventure of Nils,” 
Burgess’s “Old Mother West Wind,” 

Field’s “Lullaby Land,” 

Maeterlinck’s “Blue Bird,” 

Bennett’s “Master Skylark,” 

The Altsheler books and Seton’s. 

No period of English or American publishing 
has ever paid such attention to the making 
available o*f the myths and legends of every 
land. And in the field of informational books 
for children there is simply no comparison be¬ 
tween what has been produced recently and 
what was available twenty-five years ago. 
Science, travel, history, nature books, all of 
these fields have been taken up, and, while the 
permanence of this material is not expected 
to rival that of the books of pure literature, 
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in any comment on children’s reading its 
importance must be considered. In children’s 
reading, as in other things, a balanced diet is 
not a bad thing. Let the new get due credit 
with the old. 

Publishers’ Association Expands 

T HE National Association of Book Pub¬ 
lishers has decided to take on more floor 
space in the building on the corner of 
Thirty-third Street and Fifth Avenue, where 
it has been located since organization. A 
largely attended meeting of the full Board of 
Directors on November 15th approved this 
plan and a larger budget for next year. The 
activities which the Association has taken on 
under President Hiltman’s energetic leader¬ 
ship have made it imperative that more room 
be available. 

The new quarters will allow for a larger 
meeting room for Directors’ meetings and 
other gatherings, capable of seating thirty-five 
or forty. There will also be, as now, a small 
conference room, so that two meetings can be 
going on at the same time, and space is also 
allowed for an office for the secretaries and 
for any special work that the Association un¬ 
dertakes. The new quarters will be open to 
any group meeting connected with the pub¬ 
lishing business, such as the Credit Confer¬ 
ence, which has its separate organization but 
which would find such a meeting place con¬ 
venient, and the newly organized group of Ad¬ 
vertising Managers, of which J. C. Pfeifer, 
Secretary of D. Appleton & Company, is the 
head. 

The Bureau of Copyright, as a section of 
the Association, has now been completely or¬ 
ganized, taking over the activities of the long 
established American Publishers’ Copyright 
League. This Bureau will have the ad¬ 
vantage of the interest of those who made 
the League work effective, Major George Ha¬ 
ven Putnam continuing to serve as special 
Secretary of this work, and W. W. Appleton 
acting as Chairman. Others on the Commit¬ 
tee are Frederick A. Stokes, William E. Pul- 
sifer, head of D. C. Heath & Company, and 
Frank C. Dodd. This Bureau is supported 
partly by the Association and partly by sub¬ 
scribing members who are interested only in 
the copyright problem. 

As the membership of the Association has 
grown, there has come a demand for sectional 
meetings, which can now be arranged in the 


larger quarters, such groups as the educational 
publishers, medical publishers, publishers of 
competitive lines, etc. Such sections will be 
provided with secretarial help, and any work 
or printing that they wish done will be carried 
forward at the office after the meetings, mak¬ 
ing such meetings therefore increasingly effec¬ 
tive and relieving the chairmen of such groups 
from the detail of carrying out the sugges¬ 
tions of the gatherings. 

The Executive Committee of the Associa¬ 
tion meets weekly, thus permitting very prompt 
discussion of any problem that comes before 
the trade, and no meeting passes without some 
new point being brought before the Board by 
some member. The hearings before the Fed¬ 
eral Railroad Commission, which brought bet¬ 
ter rates on carload lots of books led to a sec¬ 
ond hearing on less than carload lots, on 
which the report is yet to be received; the 
present discussion on printing rates in New 
York has necessitated the careful collection of 
data for the benefit of the arbitrators; the 
crucial binding situation last spring, which led 
to the better rates and open shop was handled 
by the Executive Committee; the protest 
against the American Valuation clause in the 
Fordney Tariff was organized by Mr. Macrae, 
Chairman of the Tariff Committee. Informa¬ 
tion on the new Canadian imprint rules was 
obtained and given promptly to members; the 
question of medical book contracts with the 
government has been looked into; members 
searching for special lists of dealers or outlets 
have been helped in finding the right informa¬ 
tion; the bill, improving the conditions in the 
photo-engraving industry was backed at Al¬ 
bany; cooperative buying of essential supplies 
has saved members large percentages on their 
purchases; and each month seems to bring 
new suggestions of the value of co-operative 
work. The Association has been fortunate in 
being able to have quarters at a location so 
very central to book-trade interests as that of 
Thirty-third Street and Fifth Avenue, and 
now that more room will be available for con¬ 
ferences, it will become even more than ever 
a book-trade center at a time when the book- 
trade has more confidence in its future and 
more aggressiveness in its progress than ever 
before.

VIII. The Perfecting of the Machine and the Revolt Against It 


T HE Nineteenth Century witnessed the 
growing development and final triumph of 
the machine in the production of wares, 
at the expense of the older methods of handi¬ 
craft production. These methods had, it is 
true, utilized mechanical principles in connec¬ 
tion with hand work, but until the power ma¬ 
chine was fully developed, the hand workman 
was supreme. He was the master of his sim- 


copy which frequently taxed his powers of 
observation and deduction, a large and varied 
amount of general information, and some 
training in taste and style. To a certain de¬ 
gree he was a cultured man. 

The craftsman’s position, with its emphasis 
on skill in his trade, was radically changed, 
however, by the development of the machine. 
Gradually he became a machine tender. More 
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pie machine, and he was the unit of produc¬ 
tion. Before he became a certificated work¬ 
man he had served his apprenticeship, begun 
at a time when his hand and mind were 
plastic and receptive, and he had been brought 
into touch with the traditions of the craft 
thru association with men similarly trained. 
Isaiah Thomas’s apprenticeship begun at the 
age of six and continuing for eleven years, 
may be an extreme case, but the fact was 
recognized that no man could learn the art 
and mystery of a trade without long years 
of diligent application to all its intricacies 
under competent guidance. And in the course 
of this training the apprentice gathered much 
accessory information by the way. The boy 
who finally received his discharge from ap¬ 
prenticeship knew not only the handling of 
type and press, but he had a fair general 
training in the use of the English language, 
a smattering of other tongues, a skill and 
dexterity in the deciphering of manuscript 


and more as the world got away from the 
middle ages and their simple idea of produc¬ 
tion for use, the rising bourgeoisie with their 
ideal of production for profit came to dom¬ 
inate industry. The possibilities of profit in 
the division of labor was attractive to men 
who were essentially traders. It was more 
profitable to employ men as machine tenders 
than as semi-independent craftsmen, and 
wonderful machines were developed to do 
away with the necessity for thought and 
knowledge On the part of the workman. Labor 
ceased to be dignified and the workman’s 
product ceased to be beautiful in a world 
where the entrepreneur was esteemed the 
greater man. 

The commercial ideal of production for 
profit has been greatly aided by the growth 
of exact science. By the opening up of new 
sources of supplies, not craftsmanship but 
trade has been helped. The breaking up of 
coal tar into its constituents and by-products 
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has provided us with a huge number of sub¬ 
stitutes with which to coin profits. Most of 
the old, simple, good materials are passed out 
of the market, yielding to that inexorable law 
which decrees that the worse shall drive out 
the better. Rag paper has become a neglig¬ 
ible part of the paper industry; good black 
printing ink is difficult to obtain because of 
the almost universal use of chemical substi¬ 
tutes for bone black and old linseed oil: book¬ 
binding is sunk to almost incredible depths of 
transitory make-believe: and complicated and 


Englishman, perfected by Frederick Koenig 
about 1814. This was essentially our modern 
drum-cylinder press. Isaac Adams, an Amer¬ 
ican, brought out in 1828 a power platen 
press, adapted to the printing of books. From 
thence on, inventive minds were busy in the 
printing field as in others in revolutionizing 
production by the development of automatic 
machinery. The insatiable demands of the 
newspapers led to the invention of the web 
press, and the cheapening of the processes 
of making illustrations brought about the

expensive labor-saving machines have over¬ 
burdened the majority of printing offices. Has 
this transition of manufacture from the unit 
of a carefully trained man to the final sub¬ 
limation of the automatic machine reached its 
ultimate goal? Probably not, since the in¬ 
genuity of man is immeasureable. The clear¬ 
est of modern writers on this subject has said 
that the machine can produce anything—ex¬ 
cept a work of art; so we may see the process 
of machine perfection go on for a long time to 
come. 

The transition from hand work to machine 
work took place in the printing industry as 
elsewhere. When the Didots and Bodoni and 
Baskerville had wrought their revolution in 
the artistic concepts of their age they left the 
mechanical processes of printing very much 
as they found them. Various minor changes 
had been made in the hand press, but the first 
radical improvement was the principle in¬ 
volved in the cylinder press of Nicholson, an 


invention of the rotary off-set press. The 
slow and laborious setting of type by hand 
was superceded, first by the form of type¬ 
setting machine proper which carried the 
types on a revolving drum and ejected them 
as required at the touch of a lever, then later 
by the linotype machine, which required only 
one operator, delivered its “type” in a solid 
line of letters, and was very much faster. The 
monotype, a later invention, is in fact only a 
development of the automatic type casting 
machine first introduced in the Bruce ma¬ 
chine of 1838 as a substitute for the older 
hand casting devices. Both the linotype and 
monotype are very complicated and highly 
developed machines. 

In the paper mill the Fourdrinier paper-mak¬ 
ing machine slowly relegated the hand mold to 
oblivion. Its enormous capacity, and the in¬ 
creasing demands for paper for newspapers, 
magazines, books and commercial purposes 
called for some source of raw materials other 
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than the family rag-bag, and science provided 
wood fiber. The limitless forests of the earth, 
mechanically or chemically mutated into pulp 
or sulphite, have gone into paper. So all along 
the line, during the nineteenth century, chemis¬ 
try and invention changed the whole manner 
and method of printing in response to the de¬ 
mands of a new social order. 

Not alone in the machines used, but in the 
appearance of the printed page was the change 


the nineteenth century a distinction between 
those printing offices which produce 
books and those which are called job offices— 
an interesting instance of specialization.. To¬ 
day most printers do not know how to print 
books at all, since the work which they do 
is for the advertiser and the business man, 
and requires a skill in handling difficult 
problems of type, paper and illustrations 
which is not akin to book work as it has

apparent. The wood block had already had to 
compete with steel and copoer engravings from 
a much earlier time; now two new processes 
of illustration came to the fore—lithography 
and the half-tone. Lithography was invented 
just before the nineteenth century, and was 
a cheaper process which could be used suc¬ 
cessfully in large edition work. But the in¬ 
vention of the half-tone block, reproducing 
pictorial copy with absolute photographic 
exactness made possible the unlimited use of 
pictures in printing. Its further refinement 
in the multi-color half-tone was a logical de¬ 
velopment. The half-tone called for a pecu¬ 
liar kind of paper such as had not hitherto 
been made, and coated and plated papers 
came on the market. These have been most 
largely used in providing for the wants of 
modern business, and have thereby contrib¬ 
uted to the disruption of the older concep¬ 
tions of the art. 

Whereas every printer of old was a 
book printer, there has grown up in 


been understood by all the masters of the 
craft. If the newer concepts of the past cen¬ 
tury or so have resulted in a complete revo¬ 
lution in the manners and methods of print¬ 
ing, the effect on the workman has been dis¬ 
astrous. Higher pay and lighter hours he 
has, but he is poorer in all that goes to make 
a man a self-reliant, competent craftsman. 
He is trained now, when he gets any train¬ 
ing at all, mostly in vocational schools, and 
is regarded more as a machine tender than 
as an apprentice who will some day become 
a master-workman. 

The result is seen in such instances as the 
substitution of the layout man for the skilled 
compositor, and in the ignorance of what have 
hitherto been the elementary rules and observ¬ 
ances of the craft. Hence it is not surprising 
that most of the progress in printing as an art 
has been brought about in the past two or three 
decades by amateurs and not by men trained 
in the art as of old. 

We have perhaps dwelt overlong on the* 
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social aspects of the age of machinery, but 
the insistence of social problems has been a 
necessary corrolary of the progress in me¬ 
chanical and scientific development. Let us 
look now at some of the printers and print¬ 
ing offices of the years after Baskerville. In 
England there was established in 1810 the 
Chiswick Press, which is today one of the 
two best-known modern English presses. Its 
methods and styles have of course varied 
with the tastes of the years, but many of 
its books are delightfully printed. The Ox¬ 
ford University Press has been developed as 
a great printing establishment, embracing not 
only letterpress printing but planographic 
work of various kinds, the making of paper, 
and type-founding. Under Mr. Horace Hart 
it was an important factor in nineteenth cen¬ 
tury printing. In the first half of the century 
excellent work was done by William Bulmer 
in London, one of his notable productions be¬ 
ing the Boydell Shakespeare. 

Private Presses 

The Lee Priory Press was <1 private press es¬ 
tablished in 1&3, and its work is of much inter¬ 
est and charm. The great houses of Spottis- 
wode, in London, and of the Clarks and the 
Constables in Edinburgh began their careers in 
this century, and are esteemed for the general 
excellence of their work, altho their work lacks 
the great distinction of the work of an 
earlier day. But with respect to Scottish 
printing, it was at one time a jibe that all 
the good printing in England was done north 
of the Tweed! If we omit mention of many 
presses of the time it is because there is little 
to dwell upon in their work which need de¬ 
tain us. It was not a time for good taste in 
any of the arts, and printing suffered with its 
sisters. 

On the continent of Europe the pace had 
been set by the Didots and by Bodoni, but 
their followers copied their mannerisms with¬ 
out attaining distinction. The use of atten¬ 
uated type designs was well-nigh universal, 
and printers vied with one another in attain¬ 
ing the utmost delicacy and fineness of effect 
in type and presswork. The French National 
Printing Office has produced some excellent 
examples, and one of them, the history of the 
French Press by Claudin may be considered 
as one of the three finest modern books. A 
reproduction of one page is shown herewith, 
but it is to be observed that the type faces 
which it employed in these three magnificent 
volumes is not a modern face, but goes back 
to the seventeenth century. Nevertheless the 
book is a wonderful production, superbly 
printed on thick wove paper, and much illus¬ 
trated with reproductions in black and in vari¬ 
ous colors of the work of the early French 
printers. 

In America the same conditions existed as 
elsewhere, and men's minds were concerned 
more with mechanical invention than with 
art. The product of the press in America is 
dreary and uninviting, save for such work 
as that of the Riverside Press at Cambridge, 


which was established in 1852. In its work 
there is found a certain seriousness and care¬ 
fulness which are not common in the work 
of most American printers. Its recent en¬ 
deavor to produce a limited number of fine 
books will be described later. The De Vinne 
Press in New York, whose founder has given 
so much of his time to the honor of the craft, 
was one of the best-known presses of the 
later nineteenth century, and its product was 
worthy of note. 

But about the product of the press of this 
century, as about all the artistic expression 
of the time, there was a sort of hopeless and 
ignorant commonplaceness which was the de¬ 
spair of all who loved art. Yet before the 
century was half over the revolt against its 
mediocrity was begun by Carlyle and Ruskin 
and Morris. By 1891 William Morris, poet, 
socialist, craftsman, in an attempt to revive 
interest in a more robust style, established at 
Hammersmith, in London, a printing office 
which discarded all modern methods, and 
went back frankly to the best days of the art 
for its models and inspiration. 

The Klemscott Press 

The spirit which led to the establishment of 
the Kelmsoott Press is best expressed in Mor¬ 
ris's own words: “The designer of the type [a 
bold Roman of good shape] W. Morris, took as 
his model Nicholas Jenson’s Roman letter used 
in Venice in the 15th century, and which 
unites in the fullest degree the necessary 
qualities of purity of line and legibility. Jen¬ 
son gives us the high-water mark of the Ro¬ 
man character.” But not only did Morris go 
back to Jenson for his vigorous type {how 
vigorous, a comparison of a Kelmscott book 
with a contemporary book by any other print¬ 
er will show), but he used the best of English 
hand-made paper of a frankly rough and 
sturdy kind, he went to Germany to get the 
heavy-bodied black ink which he required, 
and he used properly dampened sheets printed 
on the hand press. Such a north-west wind 
in the sultry atmosphere of the times set 
loose all the revolutionary forces which had 
been engendered by the growing dominance 
of the machine and the ineffectiveness of 
Victorian printing. 

The fifty-odd volumes of the Kelm¬ 
scott Press, ranging from the sexto¬ 
decimo “Hand and Soul” to the great folio 
“Chaucer” were an astonishment and delight 
to the book-lover. The type was novel in its 
heaviness and form, but the composition and 
presswork were excellent, the paper was fine 
in quality if a bit too rough for fingers accus¬ 
tomed to the smoothness of “machine finish,” 
and there was a wealth of decorative material, 
all cut on the wood in a bold fashion. Such 
a virile typographic explosion could not be 
without its effect. Morris was a positive sort 
of man, somewhat given to over-indulgence in 
a not-too-placid temper, and he expressed all 
his scorn for modern printing in the books 
which he issued, and in the things he said 
about Bodoni and Baskerville. During the 
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next decade several presses were established 
in England by Charles Ricketts, C. R. Ashbee, 
T. J. Cobden-Sanderson, and others, which 
sought to carry on the work which Morris 
had initiated. In this country the most suc¬ 
cessful result of the English example is to 
be seen in the Merrymount Press Altar Book, 
a monumental production, in the innumerable 
type designs of Mr. Goudy, in the books is¬ 
sued by Copeland & Day and by Stone & 
Kimball, and in the interesting products of 
such presses as that of Carl H. Heintzemann 
in Boston. Of the English printers who fol¬ 
lowed Morris, the foremost was Cobden- 
Sanderson. The books of the Doves Press 
which were printed by him differ radically 
from those of the Kelmscott Press in their lack 
of all ornamentation save an occasional col¬ 
ored initial letter, but in the beauty of type 
and paper and presswork they can, I believe, 
be considered as equal to the finest printing 
which has ever issued from any press. The 
edition of the Bible in Doves type I have 
placed as one of the three great modern 
printed books. 

Imitators of Morris 

It is unfortunate that Morris’s example 
started a flood of trivial work done conscious¬ 
ly in imitation, by men trading on his suc¬ 
cess and fame. America had its full quota 
of these small fry, who had no idea of what 
he was attempting, and who used the new in¬ 
terest in printing as an art to foist on the 
public the crudest examples of printing which 
a long suffering world has ever seen. But at 
the same time the new interest in printing as 
an art and the work of the Kelmscott Press 
and its followers did have a beneficial effect 
on the press as a whole. 

It is unlikely that ever again will printing 
be a matter of scroll and “pointer,” that such 
typographic horrors as “Egyptian Extra Con¬ 
densed” will be used to print from, or that 
the “Microscopique” type of Henri Didot will 
be duplicated, or that the banalities of book¬ 
making as it was practiced in the 1880’s will 
appeal to printer or patron. English and 
American printing offices practice today a 
better taste in the way they do things as a 
result of Morris’s example, far away as we 
are from the medievalisms of the Kelmscott 
Press as Morris employed them in his revo¬ 
lution of printing. 

To return to America. At the risk of do¬ 
ing injustice to men whose work seems to 
me of the greatest importance in a consid¬ 
eration of modern printing, I want to close 
this series of papers by a few words on the 
work of Bruce Rogers, D. B. Updike, and F. 
W. Goudy. 

Mr. Goudy has probably had more influ¬ 
ence on American printing than any other 
one man. Possessed of a remarkable energy 
and singleness of purpose, and an astonish¬ 
ing ability at type design within rather nar¬ 
row lines, he has given the printer a score 
or more of type faces, mostly harking back 


to Jenson, which have come to dominate 
American typography in its most spectacular 
field, that of printed advertising. He has 
himself made use of older and simpler meth¬ 
ods of printing for the production of books 
and other forms, with results which could 
only be obtained thru the combination of 
cype designer, compositor and pressman in 
one person. 

The Merrymount Press 

The Merrymount Press was established by 
D. B. Updike in Boston in 1903. From 
the first time there has been exercised an 
extraordinary care in the selection and use 
of fonts of type and ornaments. In addi¬ 
tion to the most interesting collection of 
good type faces which exists in America, 
Mr. Updike has had several faces of type 
designed and cast for him. Of such is the 
“Merrymount” type used in the edition of 
the Altar Book to which we have already re¬ 
ferred. The work of this press has al¬ 
ways been characterized by an admirable 
style of typesetting, and by careful press- 
work. But above all there has been a true 
conception of the book as a whole, and a de¬ 
lightful charm in the execution which makes 
the Merrymount Press the foremost print¬ 
ing office in America to-day. 

Bruce Rogers and the Riverside Press 
were responsible for the Riverside Editions 
which in the years after 1900 were so eagerly 
welcomed by book lovers. They were printed 
in a variety of fine type faces, supplemented 
by ornamental borders and initials of great 
beauty and suitability, and the paper, press- 
work and binding were in keeping with the 
conception of the work. Wet paper printing 
was successfully employed, the use of the 
hand press was revived for some issues, and 
the editions as a whole showed the clearest 
understanding of the inherent characteristics 
of the different styles of printing from the 
days of black-letter to the days of Pickering. 
Mr. Rogers’s work at Riverside Press shows 
the modern eclectic spirit at its best. Since 
leaving the Riverside Press Mr. Rogers has 
designed the “Centaur” type, in which he has 
printed several books embodying his under¬ 
standing of sixteenth century French print¬ 
ing. 

Conclusion 

Here then we leave this short history of 
printing. I am afraid that to some it has 
not seemed short: to others it has seemed 
too full of personal bias. I am sure that it 
has all too inadequately dealt with the 
thousand interests of the printing office. But 
I have endeavored to suggest the more salient 
features which have marked the history of 
the press thru the centuries, without excur¬ 
sions into the fascinating by-paths which 
beckon on every sid,e. Such a method can 
not be complete nor quite satisfactory to 
anyone, least of all the author. And it leaves 
still to be written the brief, general, au¬ 
thentic history of printing. 
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Bargains in Booksellers 


W HEN the head of a large university was 
reported to have said that he had ob¬ 
tained a “bargain in a librarian/' mean¬ 
ing that he had obtained at a low figure, serv¬ 
ice? of much greater value, the exoression did 
not take very well with the librarians to whom 
it was quoted. It is not expected that services 
of such high professional character are to be 
searched for at bargain rates. 

Possibly booksellers should not be considered 
as sensitive to situations of this kind as libra¬ 
rians, but perhaps this happening will some¬ 
what explain why the book-trade is not with¬ 
out its protest when the librarians in their 
turn search for ‘‘bargains in booksellers." 

The Boo’k Buying Committee of the Amer¬ 
ican Library Association had been bargain 
hunting, and at the Swampscott Convention the 
Chairman of the Committee presented to the 
attention of the librarians a dealer in foreign 
books who would be willing to handle orders 
for French books at what was quite obvicmsly 
an impossibly small margin. The Committee 
now receives work from a new manager of this 
Agence de Librarie et Publication that it dis¬ 
avows this offer. 

The same recent report from the Book Buy¬ 
ing Committee gives advice to librarians to 
order as many books as possible from Eng¬ 
land if they would save money, and, in making 
the argument, lists twenty-five titles with a 
comparison between the cost when bought here 
and the cost if bronight from England. In 


giving the figures as to the cost of these twen¬ 
ty-five titles if bought in America, the library 
discounts are figured at about six to seven per 
cent from the list prices. If there is any one 
of the three librarians that signed the report 
who buys at that rate or who believes that it 
is a current rate of library discount, the book- 
trade will be indeed surprised. 

The report suggests that those wishing to 
buy new publicaitons should check up such an 
English periodical as The Bookseller. As this 
seems a fair recommendation, we have checked 
thru the fall anouncement number of The 
Bookseller, the October issue, to find just how 
the English prices are comparing with the 
American. Such items as could be also found 
in our American Fall Announcement index are 
listed below without any regard to their bear¬ 
ing on one side of the argument or the other. 
It will be seen, however, that there is no very 
unfair relation between the two. 

Some large books on which there is but small 
possibilities of sale in this country and on 
which the risk is large are quoted higher but, 
in general, the prices are about twenty-five cents 
to the shilling which includes the duty and 
transportation. 

The Publishers' Weekly, being especially 
interested in better book distribution, is far 
from advocating price levels in this country 
which might retard sales here or be unfair to 
American book purchasers. We regret that 
some such prices are tc; be found. It is not,

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however, accurate to make a generalization as 
to the relation between the two countries or 
to base such a general statement on a compari¬ 
son of figures such as was printed in the A. 
L. A. Book-buying Committee’s report. 

This discussion in the form it has now taken 
is especially unfortunate at this time when the 
question of the manufacturing clause in Amer¬ 
ican copyright is to the front and when the 
action of the representatives of a great national 
association, in urging increased buying abroad, 
might seem antagonistic to the printers who 
have acceded to the generally accepted idea that 
copyright protection should not depend on local 
manufacture. 

A New Edition of Kipling 

T HE Literary Digest has begun a country¬ 
wide campaign on what is called ‘‘The 
New World Edition of Rudyard Kipling,*’ 
which is to be printed for them by Doubleday. 
Page & Company by arrangement with Mr. 
Kipling. The set represents his complete 
works in thirteen volumes, which means that 
there must be about double the amount of 
material per volume as is contained in the 
Scribner or trade editions. There will be 
about seven hundred pages per volume with 
twelve-point type from a new font. The 
price that has been set is $28.50 for the thir¬ 
teen volumes, payable at two dollars a month. 

Encyclopedia Company Sued 

T HE Encyclopedia Britannica Company and 
Horace E. Hooper have been sued by 
Joseph Johnson, former Fire Commissioner 
of the city of New York, for money that he 
alleges is due him on a. contract, under which 
he was to serve as Vice President and Treas¬ 
urer of the corporation, which was. signed 
in May, 1920, and under which he claims said 
company was to pay him *one thousand dol¬ 
lars a month and to give him four hundred 
and fifty shares of the stock if he remained 
an official of the corporation. 

Book Promotion in London 

T HE London branch of the Associated Book¬ 
sellers of Great Britain and Ireland has 
decided to print and distribute streamers, post¬ 
ers and other advertising matter for the pro¬ 
motion c;f the general interest in book buying. 
This Association, which has over 150 members, 
believes that this experiment could be advan¬ 
tageously carried out in its area, and if a 
success the result could be used in estimating 
the value of propaganda methods thruout the 
trade. 

Rotary’s Prosperity Campaign 

T HAT the whole country is to rally in an 
effort to increase business^ activity and 
change public sentiment on buying conditions, 
is being evidenced in many directions, and one 


of the very interesting general campaigns is 
that which is being put forward by the Rotary' 
Clubs. At the suggestion and under the under¬ 
writing of the New i'ork Rotarians, they ex¬ 
pect to put o’ut during December, January and 
February 100,000 large space poster boards, 
the boards having been contributed to the cause 
by the Poster Advertising Association. They 
expect to cover 8,000 cities, towns and villages 
and to reach 50,000,000 people. The December 
poster will have a message from President 
Harding, and during January and February 
there will be a different message each week, 
each message being about 20 or 25 words. 
There will also be 225,000 small posters, iox 
20, suitable for window display, the lithography 
being contributed. The New York Rotarians 
are raising $60,000, which will cover the paper, 
ink and printing and the shipment of the post¬ 
ers and posterettes. 

Among the bookmen who are members of the 
New York Rotary Club, which has started 
this great project, are S. Edgar Briggs of 
Fleming H. Revell Company, Henry Hoy ns 
of Harper & Brothers, William J. Barse of 
Barse & Hopkins, William Thompson of 
Thomas Nelson Sons, C. S. Hammond of C. 
S. Hammond & Company. Mr. Briggs would 
like to get the names and addresses of all of 
the book-trade in either the United States or 
Canada who are Rotarians, whether they rep¬ 
resent the publishing or retailing angle. Rota¬ 
rians will confer a favor on him if they will 
send a card giving their addresses and the char¬ 
acter of their affiliations to S. Edgar Briggs, 
care of Fleming H. Revell Company, 156 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. 

Books by the Pound 

T HE discussion of Mr. Edison and his ques¬ 
tions goes on apace, and he has now re¬ 
turned to the controversy again, defending his 
method of estimating ability. From his sec¬ 
retary comes the information that the wizard 
consumes about forty pounds of books a 
month, these chiefly in the fields of travel, 
history and science, with occasional dips into 
fiction. This is perhaps not a bad way to 
estimate book consumption, for surely a three- 
pound history would take longer to consume 
than a one-pound book of fiction. At the 
same time, Mr. Edison reads twenty-seven 
periodicals, ranking from the Police Gazette 
and the liberal weeklies to the Journal of E.r- 
perimental Medicine, As these twenty-seven 
periodicals cannot, with advertising eliminated, 
total to quite forty pounds, the book-trade can 
feel well ahead in the race and can safely 
say that the reader of books will stand a 
better chance of being prepared to meet such 
a test as Mr. Edison is likely to prepare than 
even the reader of the Police Gazette and 
the Journal of Experimental Medicine. At 
least a reasonably enthusiastic reader of books 
would know that Balzac was not a Brazilian 
patriot, as one question answerer averred, and 
that Machiavelli was not an artist. 
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Price Maintenance 

T HE reckless competition bv price-cutting, 
which has largely disappeared in the book- 
trade in the field of new books* except 
in the case of one or two firms still clinging to 
old-style merchandising methods, has always 
been even more of a trade nuisance in the 
field of stationery. This has been combatted 
in the National Association of Stationers by 
a plan of having central investigations into 
the cost of doing business, and with these 
costs in mind it has been sending out sug¬ 
gestions to local trade associations as to prices 
that ought to prevail for certain goods if 
they are to find any net profits over their 
expenses. These suggestions are in turn re¬ 
viewed by the local associations and sent out 
as sugjgestions to local members. This, while 
not eliminating unfair price competition, has 
been a remarkable help in putting the station¬ 
ery business on a successful footing and bring¬ 
ing better business standards into the trade. 

As the question of prices is always in the 
minds of the book-trade, selections from the cur¬ 
rent report of the Field Secretary, William H. 
Greenleaf, of the National Association of Sta¬ 
tioners and Manufacturers, should be of in¬ 
terest : 

“Stationers often ask the auestion: ‘What 
relation should a local association bear to 
prices?’ Because the question is important 
and because there is alwavs a need for a 
clear, clean-cut understanding af the legiti¬ 
mate activities of local associations it seems 
appropriate to attempt an answer. 

“At the outset it is clear that from the 
standpoint of business itself, from the stand¬ 
point of underlying economics, and from the 
standpoint of the Federal law as it stands today, 
any agreement to fix prices is unwarranted 
and improper. Emergencies, such as the one 
existing in the Great War, entitle the Govern¬ 
ment to fix prices to attain a given result in 
the accomplishment of an immediate purpose. 
In the absence of an emergency, our business 
philosophy has upheld the doctrine of free, 
untrammeled competition, limited only by the 
rules of fair play in merchandising. 

“In many local associations a committee 
issues price recommendations on various lines 
of goods. In a similar manner the National 
Association of Stationers issues to its mem¬ 
bers retail price recommendations. It is highly 
essential that all members of local associa¬ 
tions and all members of the National Asso¬ 
ciation should recognize and thorolv under¬ 
stand the purpose of these recommendations and 
should see the line of distinction which sepa¬ 
rates the legitimate from the illegitimate use of 
a recommended price. For, if an agreement to 
fix prices is unsound and illegal, any device, 
however innocent in appearance, will subject 
itself to attack if it results in price-fixing, in 
price uniformity thru mutual understanding, 
or in such restraint of trade as the law pro¬ 
hibits. A price recommendation mav be and 
should be a helpful device for the enlighten¬ 
ment and guidance of an individual dealer 


in Stationery Field 

who will use it in part or in its entirety with 
such modification as his knowledge of his own 
particular costs and of business conditions may 
warrant. 

“As an illustration, the National Association 
figures its recommended prices on a scientific 
basis and according to given rules. A defi¬ 
nite percentage is accepted as the cost of doing 
business, not with the idea that all dealers or 
a majority of them or any one of them has 
the precise cost of doing business accepted by 
the National Association, but because this per¬ 
centage approaches the average cost of doing 
business as nearly as it can be ascertained. A 
given percentage of profit is added to the 
cost of doing business, not because the chosen 
figure is the only fair profit, but because it is 
a fair profit on such a line of merchandise 
as stationery. The result is a price recom¬ 
mendation and the recommendation is offered 
to a dealer for his benefit as a guide, a measur¬ 
ing stick, a condensed compendium of cost 
information. 

“Under no circumstances does the National 
Association expect its members blindlv to fol¬ 
low the recommendation laid down. It is not 
given for that purpose. A member's cost of 
doing business may vary decidedly from the 
figure used by the Association in arriving at 
its recommendation. The member is always at 
liberty to charge whatever price he wishes for 
his goods and the Association does not concern 
itself with that price at all. All that any asso¬ 
ciation can and should do is to spread the 
gospel of better business methods. Selling 
prices is a legitimate subject for all stationers 
to study. The National Association tries to 
present data for such study thru its recom¬ 
mended prices and it insists that these recom¬ 
mendations be used only as an educational aid 
by the individual dealer. 

“Yet the practical man who has suffered 
from the irritations of competition and who 
has literally ‘sweat blood’ in the combats of 
unfair, unintelligent competition, knows that 
business cannot live under the strain of un¬ 
guided, merciless, cut-throat competition; he 
knows that co-operation must give him some 
relief. Co-operation does. Co-operation, if it 
be the right kind, brings competitors to. a 
common understanding of each other, a point 
of tremendous importance and seldom appre¬ 
ciated for what it is worth. Co-operation of 
the right sort brings an increased knowledge 
of business and a greater understanding of the 
things that enter into every element of indus¬ 
try, including the cost of doing business and 
the making of prices. When a man knows his 
own business from A to Z. he does not do the 
things that wreck his own and his neighbor’s 
business. In a given community where an 
association enlightens its members on the sub¬ 
ject of costs and where it enables each mem¬ 
ber to make a more thoro study of his own 
individual costs, a greater uniformity in price 
with a resultant stability and increased har¬ 
mony is inevitable.” 
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English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 


T WO big American books are making great 
strides here: “The Mirrors of Washington” 
and Ben Hecht’s "Erik jJorn.” Both are Put¬ 
nam books, and both are selling well in the 
stores. Of course, all the reviewers are com¬ 
paring the Washington book with Mr. Duster’s 
“Mirrors of Downing Street,” whi,ch, by the 
way, is still a best seller in company with 
“The Glass of Fashion,” while “Erik Dorn” 
has gone so well that the publishers are unable 
to fill all orders. Some readers are getting 
cold shudders all over them when they read 
the ruthless things that Mr. Anonymous says 
about the American politicians. "Is Mr. Wil¬ 
son as bad as that?” etc. Then someone chimes 
in, “Well, their big men over yonder are no 
better than ours.” That’s the way a book 
sells. Get it talked about. Some publishers 
go out of their way deliberately to get a book 
talked about and it doesn’t come off. Some 
books do the talking themselves, and ^then 
people, like sheep, talk about it, too. “The 
Mirrors of Washington” is one, and there has 
come another: “Erik Dorn.” A press man to 
whom we talked about it the other day said, 
“It’s a mad story by a mad author.” It got 
him guessing, and, of course, that’s it’s power. 
But it is quite evident that it is going to be a 
bigger success here than “Main Street,” which 
the British public hasn’t taken to. “Main 
Street,” brilliantly American, isn’t understood 
because of its intense localism. “Erik Dom,” 
superbly American, is understood because of 
its violent intellectual internationalism. And 
that’s the crux of the whole matter. 

Trade is good and the prospect of the holiday 
season never was brighter. It is next door to 
marvelous how the country recovers. And 
this means more bookselling. The Irish ques¬ 
tion is well on the way to elucidation, and the 
unemployment question is being taken ,up 
(England has a percentage of five and America 
about four out of a job). There looms a big 
hope that something may be done about the 
exchange, while our big men are going to 
Washington. And this means more buying of 
books. 

Connected with this, it is lamentable how 
men won't buy books. A well-to-do man 
moaned to the writer the other day that he 
had lost many dollars at bridge the previous 
week. So I prepared a snare for him. “Have 
you bought So-and-So’s hook?” “But a book? 
Good God! man, how do you expect me to 
buy books in these days of high taxes?” So 
rich he gambled away perhaps a hundred dol¬ 
lars at bridge; so poor he couldn’t buy a 
dollar book. We badly want a “Buy a Book 
a Week” campaign here. 

Mr. Nash, who has recently taken in a new 
partner in Mr. Grayson, has planned out a 
wonderful new series of cheap copyright 
novels at 3/6. 

Things are steadily getting into shape at the 


Victoria and Albert Museum, where this week 
we notice that the walls round the well at. the 
Library doors have been covered with exhibits 
that make an excellent sequence to those in 
the Book Production gallery. They are a 
selection of drawings from the Museum’s 
stores arranged as a kind of sketch of the his¬ 
tory of book illustration. Beginning with two 
by Samuel Wale for the “Tyburn Chronicle,” 
they come down by “Alfred Crowquill,” John 
Leech, Cruikshank; Millais, F. A^ Sandys, 
Caldecott, Charles Keene, Beardsley, and 
many more to Laurence Housman and Aiming 
Bell. A very beautiful Leech drawing of a 
boy on a gate turning a corncrake is one of the^ 
purchases presented to the Museum by a 
Committee after the artist’s death. Another 
fine drawing represents James Mahoney, and 
a third Paul Gray. 

New books, says the London Daily News , 
sell best in weather which is not over-good, 
and so our recent Indian summer has not been 
to the taste of the literary market on the busi¬ 
ness side. Discussing this, a well-known Lon¬ 
don bookseller, found sunning himself in his 
empty shop, said: “But I don’t know if it 
matters. My human observation is that every 
book has its buyer, as well as its author. That 
-buyer means to have it, anyhow, and thus, by 
Christmas, things will have evened themselves 
out.” , 

This same bookseller has an interesting 
theory as to the kind of publicity that in¬ 
fluences the sale of books. He thinks the 
large, deliberate review helps to sell the large, 
deliberate books. On the other hand, he is 
sure that the news paragraph and the gossipy 
note are invaluable when novels and lighter 
books are concerned. Moreover,' he believes 
that it is this kind of “notice” which inspires 
half the talk about books. Everybody agrees 
that it is quite the “best-seller,” because it 
means a personal recommendation, such as 
women, for some curious reason, will always 
act on. 

Duckworth has just published Scott’s

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In the Field of the Retailer 

Beginning at Home 

I F there are, as has been estimated, 
between five and ten thousand 
salesmen engaged in the retail selling 
of books, there ought to be at least 
as many people who are not only 
theoretically persuaded that books 
are the best of all Christmas gifts, 
but have practical convictions on 
that score. 

The important point is not that 
the bookstore wishes to sell mer¬ 
chandise to its own employees, cer¬ 
tainly not that they should take time 
at this busy season for the selection 
of books in the crowded hours before 
Christmas, but it is important that 
every book salesman should be thoro- 
ly “sold” on the idea that books are 
the best of gifts, and if thus “sold” 
on the idea they are likely to make 
this an important part of their own 
list. If book salesmen themselves 
do not believe in books as gifts, how 
can they persuade others that this 
is the case? Some discussion of this 
point might well take place at the 
various store meetings that are held 
window display of prince Cinderella during November. 



The Book Window Problem 

B OOKSELLERS are always experimenting 
with their windows in the effort to find 
the best method of first riveting attention and 
then giving the impulse to buy. A solid display 
of a timely new title with an attractive jacket 
is always effective, but it is difficult by this 
method to suggest to the passerby just the 
type of book and to bring home a personal 
interest in its plot. 

A window, planned by Mr. Bickford, Man¬ 
ager of the Stewart store in Indianapolis, is 
interesting in its effort to bring home by 
small individual signs which the passerby will 
be tempted to read, the character of “Prince 
Cinderella,” a book which he had a special 
incentive to promote, as the author, Grace 
Alexander, is very well known in Indianapolis 
and her friends interested to know what di¬ 
rection her new book takes. 

The problem as he conceived it was to in¬ 
dicate that here was a book that was a sort of 
combination of. “Seven Keys to Baldpate” and 
“A Million a Minute,” and this idea is caught 
by showing the pistol of “a man who on occa¬ 
sion could be handy with his gun,” the jewel 
which ‘ with the adroitness of a Raffles Rev. 
Mr. Fields was taking from a pocket,” the 
mesh bag that appears in most of the chapters 
of the story, the Turkish rug that was bought 
from a rajah’s son, etc. After the passerby 
had been startled into stopping and reading, 
the question is whether he will buy. Stewart’s 
report that he did.

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Nobel Prize Awarded to Anatole 
France 

T HE Swedish Academy has awarded the 
1921 Nobel Prize in literature to Anatole 
France, whose real name is Jacques Anatole 
Francois Thibaud. This is an award that will 
meet with general satisfaction, as Anatole 
France and Thomas Hardy have been most *re- 
quently mentioned by those who have speculat¬ 
ed as to the probable winners. He is a Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honor, and was made a mem¬ 
ber of the French Academy in 1896. The pub¬ 
lication of the complete works of Anatole 
France by John Lane has been one of the most 
conspicuous achievements in the publication of 
modem translations. In addition to the works 
published by Lane, some other works of France 
are to be obtained in American editions: “The 
Red Lily” and “The Crime of Sylvestre Bon¬ 
nard” in Boni & Liveright Modern Readers ’ 
Library, the latter also in an edition published 
by Harper; “Thais” in Brentano’s Lotus 
Library, “Our Children” and “Girls and Boys,” 
illustrated in color by Boutet de Monvel, pub¬ 
lished by Duffield.

Wage Levels in New York 

T HE Federal Reserve Banks have been under 
fire because of the statement that there had 
been too large an increase in the banks’ salary 
roll. The facts as printed are rather interest¬ 
ing, considering that the wage levels of print¬ 
ers are now under discussion in New York. 
Exclusive of the executives, who in the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York number thirty-six, 
there are in the bank 2,734 employees at an 
average salary of $1,484. This means that for 
responsible work in the most important of New 
York banking institutions the wage average is 
about half the present minimum of the New 
York composing rooms. Comparisons might 
also be made with all professional groups, 
such as teachers, librarians ministers, etc., 


which would still leave printers in a pre emi¬ 
nence that does not make the call for a ten- 
dollar reduction in wage scale seem unexpected 
or improper.

Crowned Poet Laureate of Canada 

O NE of the first steps in launching the 
big Canadian Authors’ Week Campaign 
for the last of November was a notable gath¬ 
ering at Montreal under the auspices of the 
Canadian Authors’ Association and under the 
distinguished patronage of Lady Byng of 
Vimy on October 28th. At this meeting, Bliss 
Carman, who has reoov.ered his health, read 
from his poetry, and in the very interesting 
ceremony, which included a dance by the 
school children and the reading of a poem en¬ 
titled “Dance of the Maple Leaves,” by John 
Murray Gibbon, President of the Canadian 
Authors’ Association, Mr. Carman was 
crowned with a wreath of maple leaves as 
the most distinguished poet of Canada. Mr. 
Carman is to speak in several other cities 
thruout tlip Dominon. 

A New Minneapolis Bookshop 

O N November 9th there was a formal open¬ 
ing of a new bookshop at 71 South 12th 
Street, Minneapolis, just off Nicollet Avenue, 
this shop to be known as Mabel Ulrich’s Book 
Shop. Dr. Ulrich has been very prominent in 
various welfare projects and campaigns in the 
Northwest and has a large circle of friends 
on whom to draw for support in her project. 
The attractive announcement gives its invita¬ 
tion as follows: 

“You who love good books and feeT that the> 
deserve a setting all their own, must often have felt 
the want of a personal bookshop. No doubt you 
too have dreamed of a friendly little place where, in 
an atmosphere restful and leisurely, one might browse 
among old book-friends and happily discover new 
ones; where one might meet with fellow booklovers 
and discuss the latest novel, poem, biography, essay; 
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where the service would be prompt and book advice 
available for the asking. This long felt desire oi 
yours we aim to realize. If we succeed we feel that 
we shall have added one more to the reasons tor 
living in Minneapolis. Will you give us yoifr inter¬ 
ested co-operation ?** 

Present Living Costs 

T HE latest authoritative figures from the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics are those cover¬ 
ing the New York area for September. This 
shows that the present figure is 179.7 as com¬ 
pared with December, 1914, which was ioo> and 
as compared with 201.4, which was reached in 
December last year. Ths means that the items 
going into the average budget have shown 
practically double the increase that appears in 
books, which is about 40 per cent. During 
the last two months there has been very little 
change in the cost of living figures. The book 
levels must now remain pretty well fixed for 
the balance of the year, the figures showing 
that the average price on fiction, taking a 
large number of titles together, is about 10 
cents less in the last six months, meaning 
that some more popular style of books has 
been placed at $1.75 instead of $2. The fact 
that books had gone up so slightly in compari¬ 
son to other items means that the profit had 
practically disappeared by the end of last 
year and some profit had to be made before 
healthy book distribution conditions could be 
arrived at. Before next year’s manufacturing 
of new books is begun, the price levels on 
printing and binding will be more thoroly set¬ 
tled. In the field of competitive books, where 
the cost of paper and printing are a very much 
larger percentage of the whole than in the 
publication of new books, where there must 
be editorial costs in selecting the books and 
expenses of promotion and advertising, the 
results of new cost levels are likely to appear 
first. In these fields the competition is ex¬ 
tremely keen, and a<s the selling season open; 
promptly after the first of the year there will 
be much careful figuring before lines begin 
to appear. The fact that the book market has 
been steadily increasing in spite of hard con¬ 
ditions gives us a chance for good-sized pro¬ 
duction for next season, so there may be a 
lowering of rates. 
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Current Wage Scales in New York 

T HE present discussion of wage scales in 
the printing industry in New York lends 
importance to the current reports from the 
New York State Department of Labor. These 
statistics show that employment is now about 
88 per cent of what it was in 1914 and the 
total wages are about 180 per cent of what 
they wer.e in 1914. There have been many 
reductions during the past month, including 
that of the paper industry, where wage rates 
were reduced from 10 to 25 per qent, and, in 
the large shirt and collar industries, 15 per 
cent. The printing and book-making industry 
employs 6.7 per cent of the numbers in the 
state industries. The number of employees is 
1 per cent more than it was seven years ago, 
and the total wages 92 per cent more, or about 
a 90 p,er cent increase in the average wage. 
The average wage in the printing and book¬ 
making industry in 1914 in New York City 
was $17.68; outside of New York, $14.33. The 
present scale is $33-39 as against $27.86 out¬ 
side New York City. This difference is likely 
to accentuate the present trend toward print¬ 
ing outside of the city unless scales are ad¬ 
justed under the present discussion. 


Price Novels 

URTIS BROWN, LTD., in a recent news 

sheet said of the prices of novels, referring 
especially to conditions in England: 

“We have been asked occasionally for our 
\ iews as to the price of novels. The answer, 
for whatever it is worth, can be set down here, 
tho few publishers agree with it. Our belief 
is that the time is coming when popular nov¬ 
els will be published in England at two prices 
simultaneously, perhaps at eight shillings for 
the libraries, the reviewers, and the few re¬ 
maining buyers who are willing to pay wet! 
for high-quality paper and binding; and at 
about three shillings and sixpence for the gen¬ 
eral public. One very popular novel was pub¬ 
lished recently in London at three shillings and 
sixpence to begin with, tho the enterprising 
publisher prepared a few copies for the au¬ 
thor s delectation in choice binding. Another 
novel, by one of the most popular of authors, 
came within an ace of following suit. A few 
hundred copies in better paper and covers is¬ 
sued at the same time probably would have 
found a ready market, and won more attention 
from reviewers, who doubtless would have 
been asked to note that the book was pub¬ 
lished at two prices/’ 


Famous Catalog Reissued 

TTHE Berlin publishing house of Josef Alt- 
1 mann has begun the reprinting in exact 
facsimile of the famous catalog Tresor des 
Livres Rares Et Precieux, by Graesse, origin¬ 
ally published in 8 volumes in Dresden 1859- 
69. The catalog runs to nearly 5,000 pages 
and describes 100,000 books. 
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London View of Price Levels 

I N spite of isolated announcements of reduc¬ 
tions, says the October 29 Publishers’ Circu¬ 
lar , we regret to say there is no hope for 
any general reduction in the price of books. 
Up to the present there has only been a small 
decrease in cost of paper, and if Lord Burn¬ 
ham is right, paper will go up. 

But the cost of paper in any case is small 
as compared with the other costs of produc¬ 
tion-illustrations, printing, binding, advertis¬ 
ing, etc. Booksellers and bookbuyers read 
short paragraphs in the papers headed “Re¬ 
duction in printers’ wages” and naturally con¬ 
clude that this will mean a reduction in the 
price of books. But what does the reduc¬ 
tion which the London printers propose to 
allow to their customers amount to? As far 
as we can ascertain it varies from 2% per 
cent to 4 per cent, or in a few cases 5 per 
cent, to come off printing charges which aver¬ 
age 200 per cent to 250 per cent and more 
above pre-war costs. 

The position is really very much the same 
as set out by John Murray some months ago. 
If you take, sa y> 5 per cent off 250 per cent 
it is obvious that it permits no substantial 
reduction—not more, for instance, than, say, 
2}4d. on a half-guinea book or i l Ad. on a 5s. 
one. The best way to use such crumbs as fall 
to us in the way of reductions is to improve 
the quality of paper, etc., so as to give pur¬ 
chasers a little more value for their money. 

Comparisons in percentages do not always 
impress people, but put it in this way 
What cost £1,000 for printing alone in 1914 
now costs from £3,000 to £3,500, and the re¬ 
cent reduction in printers’ wages will not per¬ 
mit a reduction on the charges to publishers 
of more than 3 or 4 per cent. 

A London firm of publishers was asked 
recently by a bookseller, if, in the event of 
prices being reduced, they would make allow¬ 
ances for stock on hand. Such a. question 
shows that there is a feeling that a reduction 
in prices is likely to take place in the near 
future. Th 3 e answer was that until printing 
costs dropped to somewhere near the pre-war 
level substantial reductions in cost of books 
could not be expected. They also said that 
if they were compelled at a loss to bring 
down some prices to meet what they evidently 
look on as unwise and unfair competition, 
they would not be able to make allowances 
to booksellers on such reductions; they also 
suggested that their customers should exam¬ 
ine each price reduction on its merits and they 
might find that in some cases it was “another 
form of remaindering dead stock.”

It is open to the public daily from 
10 A. M. to 6 P. M. and to those presenting 
admission cards obtained from club members 
until 11 o’clock in the evening. Fifteen hun¬ 
dred volumes of the 1921 production of fifty 
leading American publishers are displayed. 
The setting is made beautiful with rare 
Italian antiques lent by John Wanamaker^and 
the walls are hung with original masterpieces 
by American artists who are life members 
of the club. Four authors’ nights have been 
arranged, and on these evenings groups of 
American authors speak in the galleries. 




Lippincott a Lecturer 

A T the Booksellers’ League dinner on Wed¬ 
nesday evening last, Joseph Wharton Lip¬ 
pincott, who, besides being active in the affairs of 
the J. B. Lippincott Company, is the author of 
three delightful books of animal stories, gave 
an excellent talk on animals, their haunts and 
habits, illustrated with colored lantern slides of 
close-up studies of rabbits, coons, possums, 
owls, and a dozen other familiar beasts and 
birds. He made a decided hit as a lecturer who 
can hold his audience on tip toes. 

Another guest of honor was Prof. John 
Erskine of Columbia University whose subject 
was Milton and the new definitive edition of 
his complete writings of which he is one of the 
editors. His address was more than interest¬ 
ing. In addition to outlining the need of a 
scholarly edition of Milton, he gave an analysis 
of the poet’s attitude to life and its problems 
and brought out the fact that back of the poet’s 
apparent puritanism, he was at heart “a 
philosophical anarchist.” To top off a very 
good evening, Frederic G. Melcher pronounced 
the benediction with a bit of satirical humour 
that tickled the fancy of his audience. 

New Move for Department of 
Education 

A FORMAL petition for a Department of 
Education in the Cabinet was presented to 
President Harding on October 31st by repre¬ 
sentatives of fourteen national associations. The 
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Education Bill is in charge of Repre¬ 
sentative Horace Mann Towner of 
Iowa and Senator Thomas Sterling of 
South Dakota. Charles O. Williams, 
President of the National Education 
Association, spoke at the time ai the 
presentation of the petition, and A. Lin¬ 
coln Filene represented the business 
men of the countty. The petitioners 
believe that education should be given 
recognition comniensurate with its su¬ 
preme importance to the nation, and 
that this Department is needed to care 
for the interests of 27,000,000 school 
children and 700,000 school teachers. 

Proper Preparation of 

Parcels for Mailing 

T HE Post Office Department is inau¬ 
gurating an intensive campaign for 
the proper preparation of parcels for 
the mail. The co-operation on the part 
of mailers of parcel post packages is 
requested with the view of reducing 
the minimum, damage or breakage to 
parcel post matter. 

Proper preparation of parcels in¬ 
cludes the use of strong wrapping paper 
and secure tying with twine of suffi¬ 
cient strength to withhold the handling 
to which parcel post matter is sub¬ 
ject. 

Ordinarily parcels weighing twenty pounds 
or less are carried in mail sacks which are 
arranged in piles, therefore the wrappers 
should be of sufficient strength to not only re¬ 
sist the pressure of the other mail, but to 
also withstand the weight of the other sacks 
of mail which may; be piled thereon. 


One Closed Shop in Binghamton 

E IGHT months ago three hundred printers 
struck in Binghamton for five and seven 
dollars a week increases and a forty-four hour 
vveek. Among those affected was the Vail- 
Ballou Book Company, which does a great 
deal of boiok work for New York publishers. 
All the shops finally went ahead as open shops. 
Now one office, the Johnson Citv Publishing 
Company, has bought out the local newspaper, 
the Sun, and union printers have returned to 
work there at the same wage scale as before 
the strike. The rest remain open shop.

G EORGE H. DORAN, in the course of a 
long interview with Willis Steell for the 
New York Herald of November 13, said: 

“The author of a book is almost sure to 
make some money out of it; the publisher is 
about as sure not to. 

“It is very rare that a book which has been 
carefully considered for publication with the 
verdict resulting that it has a ‘chance’ doesn t 
sell at least 1,500 copies, and at a 10 per cent 
royaltv, the usual amount, the author receives, 
roughly speaking, $150. Thus he does get 
something, while, on the other hand, if the 
book stops there, the publisher is out of pocket. 
In general the book writer has a better chance 
o’f placing his wares than the playwright. 
With equal talent displayed, the author may be 
pretty sure of being published, while the cost 
of stage production being so much greater than 
the printing and publishing of a book, the 
playwright frequently has nothing but his trou¬ 
ble for his pains. They call me a commercial 
(publisher. Well, I am in the sense that I 
manufacture books for the purpose of selling 
them. I accept the defin tion in good part, re¬ 
serving the right to say, however, that it does 
not define. What I seek to get in my list are 
the books covering all current thought. I am 
as broad as that. 

“My theory of book publishing is drawn 
from the agriculturist who practices for the 
benefit of his fields what is known as mixed 
farming.’ I believe in rotation of crops. 

“Up here, too, we follow a standing rule; 
it’s ‘Give the newcomer a chance.’ 

“Never in the history of literature in Amer¬ 
ica has there been such an increase in the 
number of readers, or, as this may or may not 
indicate, so widespread an interest in all kinds 
of books. The records of book selling tell this 
story plainly. This splendid growth of read- 
ing I attribute to several causes. One of these 
is the effect of the war. The hunger of our 
returned soldiers for knowledge is one of the 
things that account for an increased literacy^ 
sufficiently large to be noticeable. I understand 
there has been a real spread of education, both 
secondary and advanced. 

“We are entering on a new period of Ameri¬ 
can literature, and every man with his finger 
on the pulse of the public taste is aware of it. 
Up to a few years ago we in America had 
been chiefly derivative in our books. Now 
we are on the threshold of a new American 
era of novels, plays and poetry. In certain 
respects we are doing better work than the 
British and the country is very much awake 
to the voices of its younger writers. 

“The sales of our serious books furnish the 
best proof of the remarkable change in the 
wants of book buvers. I have in mind at least 
twelve titles, books of weight and substance, 
that have reached the 45,000 mark, and it is 
no derogation of their worth to say that books 
of the same class would scarcely have paid 
expenses.”

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Obituary Notes 

JOHN P. PETERS 

The Rev. Dr. John P. Peters, a clergy¬ 
man of the Episcopal Church, widely known 
as a social reformer, archeologist and teacher, 
died suddenly at the Presbyterian Hospital, 
New York, on November 10th. He was pro¬ 
fessor of the New Testament in the Univer¬ 
sity of the South. Dr. Peters was born in 
New York in 1852 and graduated from Yale 
in 1873. After his ordination in 1877 he 
studied Semitic languages in Berlin and 
Leipsic. In 1888 he led the first archeological 
expedition sent by the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania to Babylonia, which resulted in his dis¬ 
covering the site of ancient Nippur and its 
excavations which carried the history of civ¬ 
ilization back 2,000 years. He was the author 
of numerous pamphlets on religious subjects 
and the following books: Religion of the 
Hebrews (1914); Jesus Christ and the Old 
Commandments (1914); Early Hebrew Story; 
its historical background (1904); Modern 
Christianity (1919); Nippur; or, Explorations 
and Adventures on the Euphrates (1897). 


FREDERICK S. BAILEY 

Frederick S. Bailey, the well-known book¬ 
seller in Syracuse, died at his home in that 
city on November 6th. He had been in poor 
health for nearly a year, but recently seemed 
to be improving. His death came suddenly 
after his return from an auto trip to New 
York. Mr. Bailey was born in Syracuse in 
1865 and when a boy entered the employ of 
Thomas W. Durston, a famous bookseller 
in his day. When the Durston business closed 
out in 1897, Bailey with two other Durston 
men, W. Y. Foote and O. L. Sackett, formed 
the firm of Foote, Bailey & Sackett and opened 
a shop in the University block, which Mr. 
Bailey continued to occupy to the present 
time. When Foote retired five years after¬ 
wards to start for himself the firm became 
Bailey & Sackett, and in 1906 when Sackett 
sold out, the business was continued under 
Bailey’s own name. 

Clarence E. Wolcott, who has had tempo¬ 
rary charge of the business for several weeks 
past, will continue in charge until after the 
holidays. 


How Many is an Edition 

T HE London Book-Post in commenting on 
the transfer of the English imprint of 
O’Brien’s “White Shadow in the South Seas” 
from T. Werner Laurie to Hodder & Stough¬ 
ton gives the information that Laurie’s impor¬ 
tation consisted of 450 copies and this supply 
covered a year’s sale. 

The English interest in South Seas must be 
much less than that in the United States, 
judging by the sale of this, the most out¬ 
standing of South Sea books.

F RANCE is making preparations to com¬ 
memorate the tercentenary of the birth of 
Moliere next year. 

The 400th anniversary of the Cambridge 
Press was celebrated November 11 with a 
dinner at Corpus Christi College. 

The 100th anniversary of the birth of Henri 
Frederic Amiel, author of “The Journal In¬ 
time,” which occurs this year, is receiving at¬ 
tention in literary circles in France. 

The famous Johnson Club of London has 
just elected R. B. Adams of Buffalo an 
honorary member. Mr. Adam is said to be 
the owner of the largest collection of booxs, 
prints and letters of Johnson and Boswell and 
material relating to them in existence. 

It does not pay for booksellers to make ab¬ 
surdly low offers for valuable books. They 
are only occasionally successful in getting them 
and when they do it has a tendency to de¬ 
moralize their own ideas of values and to bring 
the trade into contempt. The owners of pri¬ 
vate collections are no more obliged to sell to 
dealers than those who possess stocks and bonds 
are limited to private investors when they want 
to sell. The auction houses that make the 
sale of literary property a specialty flourished 
because dealers are either unable or unwilling 
to pay fair prices. 

Daniel M. Treadwell, lawyer and author, 
who died a few weeks ago in Brooklyn at the 
advanced age of ninety-six, was well known 
in collecting circles a quarter of a century ago. 
He was an enthusiast in regard to extra-illus¬ 
trated books, spent much time in extra-illustrat¬ 
ing, and prepared “A Monograph on Privately 
Illustrated Books,” which was published in 1892 
and is about the only record that we have of 
the extra-illustrators who were so active in the 
middle of the last century. 

Books and manuscripts from the libraries 
of Viscount Long, Earl Cromer, Mrs. Dudley 
and Col. K. H. M. Connell will be sold at 
Sotheby’s in London November 24 and 25. The 
rarer items include Shakespeare’s “Taming of 
the Shrew” and other English seventeenth cen¬ 
tury quarto plays;; fine copies of colored plate 
books of the Rowlandson and Crukshank per¬ 
iod; early editions of Greek and Latin classics ; 
first editions of Dickens with a very impor¬ 
tant copy of the first edition of “The Pickwick 
Papers” in parts; early books printed on vel¬ 
lum : first editions of Milton; the second part 
of Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,” 1864; and 
Goldsmith’s ‘*Vicar of Wakefield,” 1766. 

The library of Thomas L. Manigault will 
be sold in Philadelphia November 22 by Stan. 
V. Henkels. The sale embraces colored plate 
books, first editions of Dickens, Thackeray and 
Ainsworth in parts, limited editions of modem 


authors, early editions of the English drama¬ 
tists, scarce English and French history, publi¬ 
cations of book clubs and private presses, and 
many choice miscellaneous books. The notable 
feature of the sale, however, is a collection of 
about fifty drawings by William Blake bound 
in vellum, and a number of books from the 
library of Charles and Mary Lamb, among 
them Lamb’s prized copy of Cervantes’s “Don 
Quixote,” which contains many annotations in 
his handwriting.

These are all very rare and valuable hooks. 
In the Wallace sale, March, 1920, Shelley’s 
“Address to the Irish People,” 1812, brought 
$600; 'Robert Browning’s “Pauline,” 1833, 
$1,400; Elizabeth Barrett Browning’s “Son- 
rets.” 1847, $720, and John Keats’s “Endymion,” 
1818, $260. In the sale of the library of Robert 
Hoe, in 1911-12, Thomas Gray’s “Elegy” 
brought $4,500; Francis Bacon’s “Essaies,” 
1598, $1.575: Izaak Walton’s “Compleat An¬ 
gler,” 1653, $2,600. John Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” first edition, is excessively rare — 
rarer than the first folio of Shakespeare or 
most of the issues of Caxton’s press—and 
would probably be worth $10,000 or more. 
J. Pierpont Morgan paid $3,800 for a copy of 
the first edition of Poe’s “Murders in the Rue 
Morgue,” 1843, more than twenty years ago. 
For all of these excessively rare books Mr. 
Baker offers £25 15s. We had our own ideas 
about these offers, but the thought occurred 
to 11s that since Mr. Baker was an old book¬ 
seller it might be of interest to know just 
what American dealers thought about such 
business, and, accordingly, the opinions of a 
half dozen dealers in this city, of high stand¬ 
ing. were asked for their opinions. Notwith¬ 
standing variations in expression, they all took 
the same view. In brief, _ they say: (i) “As- 
toundingly silly and unfair”; (2) “Despicably 
tricky — the worst I ever heard of”; 
(3) “Shockingly unfair, since it depends for 


results upon ignorance or something worse”; 
(4) “If I were to pay such prices I would 
consider myself dishonest”; (5) “Looks bad 
on the surface and probably the more you know 
about it the worse it would look”; (6) “Such a 
list in the hands of a dishonest book clerk, 
housemaid, or caretaker of a private library 
might do harm. I can think of no one except 
a thief that would be likely to sell books at 
-such prices.” This is the American point of 
view. 

The October number of The London Mer¬ 
cury, commenting on the same list, said: 

“We need scarcely say that we do not object 
to booksellers securing large profits. Nor do 
we object to lxx>ksellers getting windfalls or 
making good bargains on account of their supe¬ 
rior knowledge. Where the value of a book 
has suddenly risen there is sure to be an ‘un¬ 
earned increment’ somewhere, and booksellers 
are as entitled to their share as anybody else. 
If a man can buy a book for a song without 
lying he is entitled to do it; we have occa¬ 
sionally carried thru such transactions our¬ 
selves. and at the expense of booksellers; a 
price is mentioned and it is accepted. But we 
cannot help feeling that it is one thing to do 
this, or to advertise for books and drive the 
best possible bargain over them when they are 
heard of, and another to send out an organized 
price list of several hundred very rare books 
such as this. The list without the prices 
would have been quite all right; but when all 
these figures come one after another it is diffi¬ 
cult to resist the conviction that we have here 
a sedulous and systematic attempt to spread 
a false impression amongst ignorant persons.

The offers are all 
so beautifully scaled; when we come to one of 
£5 or £20 it reallv looks immense.”
